Ev ery now and then y ou find a little story in the newspa­ 
per that sounds as if it had been written just to reassure dis­ 
couraged men and women that their fellow-mortals are 
pretty fine people, after all. 
In Seattle the other day a physician, Dr. U. C. Bates, was 
performing an operation on a young sailor who had been 
critically injured in a shipwreck. The lad was at the point 
of death; unless an intricate operation were performed 
promptly he could not recover. 
Now it happened that this doctor, a man of considerable 
means, liked to dabble in the stock market. 
And on this 
particular morning he had a big deal pending, with a lot of 
money inv olv ed. So it happened that just as the operation 
was about to begin the doctor’s broker called the hospital 
and insisted that the doctor come to the telephone immedi­ 
ately . 
Stock prices were taking a sudden slide. 
The doctor 
stood to lose a fortune unless he could get to the telephone 
at once and giv e his broker some instructions. 
But there was the y oung sailor, to whom every minute was 
priceless, ready for the operation that must be performed 
at once if it was to save him. 
A.nurse told the doctor of the broker’s call. The doctor’s 
answer came quickly. 
“ Tell him to go jump in the lake,” he said. “I’m busy!” 
So he went ahead and finished the operation. 
It was a 
success. The sailor lived. The time it took, however, was 
ex pensiv e. 
By the time the doctor was able to get to the 
broker's office he found that his fortune had shrunk by just 
$250,0C0. 
The sailor, by the way, was a charity patient. The doc­ 
tor got no fee for the operation. 
And there’s the story. 
No doctor, of course, will see anything extraordinary in it. 
To the medical profession, this Seattle physician surgeon did 
the only thing he could have done. But the story is pretty 
significant, at that. 
The mere fact tjiat it represents a course of action so tak­ 
en for granted by a large groqp of men proves that selfish­ 
ness isn’t quite such an overwhelming ppwer in human af­ 
fairs as we sometimes suppose. 
Self-interest, after all, is 
not the ruling motive for most people. 
You’ll nev er begin to understand this world aright until 
y ou realize that unselfishness, devotion to duty, care for the 
welfare of others— whatever name you choose to give it— 
is as common as ragweed. 
Human beings, in other words, are better, finer, than we 
generally suppose. And we can’t be reminded of it too of­ 
ten.

Moran, heir to the northside 
mob hustled together by Dion O 'B an­ 
nion; “Polack Joe” Salt is, stock y ards 
district chieftain; Frank ie Lak e and 
Terry Druggan, the original 
beer 
barons of Chicago; and Joe Aiello, 
last of the once-p owerful Aiello west 
side clan. 
Tlie Crime Commission's action, it
